ME?/ ORANDUM FOR: The Member* of the OCB 


Following a meeting with members of the White House staff, 
attended by several members of the. OCB, regarding the Congressional 
drive to legislate with respect to a Freedom Academy" and a 
"Freedom Corn .ni&sion", it was suggested that I meet with Senator 
Mundt, one of tnos. most interested in the project. He is the sponsor 
of The Freedom Commission Act (S-1689, 86th Cong., 1st Sess.) which 
if one, of th< many Bills proposed and which was recently referred to 
the Judiciary Committer, My meeting with Senator Mundt will take 
piacr> Thursday, June 4. 0: viou6ly T would not be authorized at this 

time to givi; any o.ficia 1 viewpoint, but I du foei it is desirable to try 
to be constructive rather than merely critical. 

The Mundt Bill propqses a seven-man full-time ($20,000 a year) 
Freedom Commission, responsible to a Joint Congressional Freecom 
Committee, to establish and supervise a Freedom Academy (locat'd in 
one or more places in the U, S. ) wno>c function is to develop knowledge 
about and Counteraction to the Communist conspiracy. Students shall 
be from the "free world 1 (i, e,, L,S. and foreign), government and 
private, men and women, and shall receive grants. The Commission 
is also authorized to supply students with additional education a: colleges, 
technical schools, and on-the-job training in industry. On graduation 
the students will return to their own communities and institutions where, 
tUing their special skills and techniques developed at the Academy, they 
would be leaders in counteraction. 


I oelieve that the motive behind this and other similar proposals 
is patriotic rather than political and the sponsorship is clearly bipartisan. 
The objective sought is a laudable one even though the measures suggested 
m^y seem to us to be inappropriate. Furthermore, the steam behind 
thd drive is based in part in ignorance of what is being done, and a feel- 
ing that nothing is being done. In fact a groat deal has been developed

In such institutions, fid* would Involve only a director* with one or 
two kidMuMt, who would maintain contact with the work tew in tills 
Hold in the United States, try I# see that new courses are started In 
mho* Institution* which do not now hove thorn, at generally servo to 
proir off the education of America* students on a bread heel*. Sa this 
way many thousands of student « would ho reached whereas a separate 
Acadenry In V nsblagton ewM at hoot only deal with a relatively small 
number. Alternatively soch functions could be assigned fee any on* of 
a macaber of poool hl m satiotin g Cterornmenl Agendo* with or without the 
aid of an abrtetry weushhs.
